During these times also 
many a friendly tete-a-tete upon the sit- 
uation or brief persuasive plea for can- 
didate or measure is heard in some 
quiet corner of hall or library where 
people meet in amiable mood at social 
receptions.

SOME FACTS. 


The constitutional convention bill 


was introduced in the Senate, nurl in 
i.ccordance with the rules it must have 
been enrolled in that body. The E!ko 
Independent therefore was mistaken in 
its supposition that the Assembly en- 
rolliog committee had anything to do 
\?ith that part of the business. Bat it 
makes no difference where the legisla- 
tive part of the dirty work was per- 
formed. The Southorn Pacific's look 
out knew it would not go into effect, 
or he would nsver have permitted it to 
paae both houses by two-thirds major- 
ities, nor in either branch by a bare 
\nsjority, if that had been all that was 
required. It was as well known as 
tlus ttio sun rises and sets that he 
owuej, body and soul, a majority of 
the members of both houses, and that 
nothing conld pass either branch that 
he disfavored. He knew that a consti- 
tutional convention was desired by at 
least fonr-flfths of the people of the 
State and that the corporation he rep- 
resents was the prinoipal'opposer of 
the measure. Therefore, in the kind- 
ness of his heart, he permitted the bill 
to pass in order that the poor devils 
he controlled might have the credit of 
doing one meritorious act. Had he 
not known that it would never de- 
velop into au act, it would never have 
received evea a bare majority in either 
house. The work was bunglingly per- 
formed, however, if the intent was to 
hold the executive blameless for the 
outrage, although the corporation's 
purpose was effected just the same. 
Any person of ordinary sense who has 
ever been within twenty miles of a 
legislative body cannot fail ^to discern 
how the whole job was effected. 


Bnt, when it oomei down to the bot- 


tom facts, however, it is the people of 
the State who are to blame. It was 
their votes that elected the present 
State officers and members of the 
legislature, and they must suffer the 
consequences. The man who controls 
the politics of the State is as good as 
the politics he controls. It is the poli- 
tics that needs reforming and not the 
political boss. Nevada's boss cannot 
be blamed fordoing his daty,;to his 
employers, when the people them- 
selves furnish him such material as he 
can handle so advantageously for the 
interests of the corporation from which 
he receives his pay. When the people 
of Nevada become mindful of their 
own interests and cast their votes ac- 
cordingly, tbe evil will cease, and not 
until then. A single legislature with 
a two-thirds' majority in each house, 
which will be required to crash the 
executive vetoing power, will settle the 
matter for the ensuing two years and 
probably for all time. A single legis- 
lature not under the control of our 
corporation masters, and of sufficient 
strength to check executive interfer- 
ence, and the reign of despotism in 
\evada will eud, and never to be 10- 
newed ir the people continue their 
good work on succeeding election days. 
Let us commence the work of etuanei 
pation by electing such a legislature 
in 1900.

AND FALLING 


PiUCES. 


While admitting, or rather contend- 


ing that over-production is what caused 
all other thin gs to fall in price the gold 
bugs deny that under-production of 
money can have caused money to rise 
in value. That is simply absurd. The 
trouble is, lack of money to bay what 
is produced. Furthermore it is self. 
evident that a fall in the price of any 
article due to producing too much of 
it, tends to correct its self, for the next 
year less of that article is produced. 
Over-production has caused particular 
articles to fail in price at certain times, 
bat it could never account for the gen- 
eral fall in all articles since 1873. In 
other words, the gold argument-that 
all articles have fallen in price because 
more of all of them have been pro- 
duced than there has been money to 
buy them with, is bnt another way of 
stating the propo3ition of the bimetal 
lists, which is that the supply of money 
has not kept pace with the increased 
demand for it, due to increasing bnsi 
ness, production and population. It is 
impossible lo eet forth iu a short art- 
icle the vast mass of evidence on the 
•abject of over-production. All of it 
however, was presented before the 
English royal commission on agricul- 
ture iu 1897, and this is what they con- 
clude:

urged that the fall in prices is largely 
due to over-production, we have no 
evidence and we greatly question if 
any such evidence could be adduced 
to show that, compared with the in- 
crease of population, the food pro- 
ducts of the world to-day are materi- 
ally greater than the.- were before the 
fall in prices commenced.
